The victory of the Bell telephone 
oompaoy will have no effect upon the 
plan of the Home telephone pompany. 
One of the members of the home com­ 
pany said today that at the worst there 
could be found a way to avoid the ad* 
verse ruling of the court of last resort. 


The city is full of telephone contrac­ 
tors today who are preparing to make 
bids on the construction of the new 
plant and they all say that the decis­ 
ion of the court, never '^touched them” 
and they are ready to go ahead with 
any contract.thev are able to land. 


TH B TELE P H O N E OPINION. 


The Declelon Which Caused All the 
Affltatlon. 


Washington, May 11.—The supreme 
court yesterday settled finally the great 
Bell telephone suit In favor of the Inven­ 
tors Bell and Berllnger. 
This case waa 
brought by the United States, which 
charged that the Bell company had cor­ 
rupted the patent ofllce to delay the 
granting of a patent for the Berliner de­ 
vices for thirteen years. The court finds 
that his charge Is false; that the com­ 
ps ny was satisfied with the delay, hut 
did nothing wrong In order to obtala 
■ aid delay. The result Is that the fa­ 
mous Berliner patents, defended by the 
Bell company, have eleven yeara to run. 
Justice Brewer delivered the opinion. 


With reference to the arguments on 
the subject of the continuance of the 
telephone monopoly. Justice Brewer re­ 
peated that there was no question that 
Beirs patent had expired, but it must 
be remembered that Berliner's rights 
were independent from those of Bell. It 
there should be a new Invention upon 
the expiration of the Berliner patent 
the rights of its author could not be 
abridged to relieve the public. The In­ 
ventor of the latest addition is entitled 
to full protection, and if the telephone 
company buys that invention it Is enti­ 
tled to all the rights which the inventor 
had. The court, he says, dissented en­ 
tirely from the views urged by counsel 
that the applicant for a patent was a 
quasi trustee for the public, but held 
that an invention was 
the 
absolute 
property of Its Inventor. 


The government In o ^ e r to make its 
case must cwtablish affirmatively that 
the delay in the patent office was caused 
by the conduct of the applicant. It can­ 
not rest on mere inference^ but must 
prove the wrong in such manner as to 
satisfy the Judgment, before It can de­ 
stroy that which its own agents havs 
created. This requirement the govern* 
roent had failed to meet.

was to give value to others, and that 
private eompetitore of the Bell company 
were seeking to Injure a rival not for 
the public good, but for the promotion 
of th eir personal interests.

A $5,000 SLANDER SUIT. 


Rev. W. A. Welaher, a Former Nllea 
Paator.the Plaintiff. 


Among the interesting cases on - the 
May calendar of the circuit court is 
the 15,000 slander suit, which culmi­ 
nated from the Baptist church scandal 
at Niles three years ago. 
The plain­ 
tiff is Rev. W. A. Welsher, who claims 
that he was injured in his good name 
fame, credit and reputation as a min­ 
ister of the gospel and brought into 
public scandal by the alleged defama­ 
tory and malicious utterances of L. H. 
Stewart. 


Rev. Welsher filed his bill of com­ 
plaint in the circuit court October 20, 
1894, more than two years ago, but the 
case was never dispo^ of, for what 
reason the files refuse to reveal. 
The 
plaintiff was pastor of the First Baptist 
church, being hired for three months 
with the understanding that if his ser­ 
vices were satisfactory he would be 
permanently retained. 


At the expiration of the probation­ 
ary period **enemics,” as they are de­ 
nominated] in the bill of complaint, 
of Mr. Welsher caused to be entered 
upon the church records a resolution 
instructing the deacons and trustees of 
the churcn that they should not con­ 
tract with Mr. Welsher for any service 
whatever to be paid for out of the con­ 
tribution of revenues of the church, 
or permit him to occupy the pulpit of 
the First Baptist church on any occa­ 
sion. 
No cause, it is alleged was as- 
si^ed for this proceeding. 


The resolution caused a schism in 
the church and the two factions re­ 
garded each other with considerable 
fierceness. Mr. Welsher continued to 
preach for a short time after the erup­ 
tion and then resigned. In the mean­ 
time he produced credentials showing 
that his character and reputation were 
not questionable and after the reading 
of these at a church meeting in June, 
1804, Stewart, the defendant, is al­ 
leged to have said: 


“I don’t believe a word of them. 
They are fraudulent. Any one could 
get such papers. He got them up him­ 
self.” After Sunday school on June 24, 
same year, Stewart is quoted as refer­ 
ring to the pastor in this language: 
**He has done enough since he came 
here to put him behind the bars.” 


For these alleged slanderous sayings 
the preacher wants $5,000.

They Will Not Go Out of Business 
Anyway. 


The decision will not drive the inde­ 
pendent telephone companies out of 
the field. That fact seems to be thor­ 
oughly established. 


Judge Hatch, the legal representa­ 
tive of the Detroit Telephone company, 
says he does not think the declKion will 
disturb his company, and added: “The 
real question as to the validity of the 
Bellner patents will come up when the 
Bell company seeks to enjoin our com- 
panjr from operating its lines. These 
possibilities were full canvassed by our 
com|)any liefore we erect our lines. 


General Manager Forbes of the Bell 
eompany at Detroit said: ‘’The Ber­ 
liner patents cover all known forms of 
transmisäion by an electric battery. 
The other form of transmission is by a 
magneto transmitter which is not used 
in exchanges.” 


When asked whether that means 
that the other telephone companies 
will have to quit businesB, For^s re­ 
plied: 


“Well, you may draw your own con­ 
clusions as to that. As I understand 
the decision it applies to the transmit­ 
ter alone and not the receiver.” 


Manager J. B. Ware of the Citizens’ 
company at Grand Rapids admits that 
the decision, if the Bell company’s 
eontentions 
were 
affirmed in full, 
means a hard blow to the independent 
companies. In the decision, however, 
he sees nothing to indicate that the 
court ruled upon the second point 
made by the government—that the 
patent is invalid because a previous 
jMtent covered the same ground and 
that consequently the patent embraces 
no new features. 


The Bell company will doubtless be­ 
gin action against the independent 
companies for infringement, and the 
Independent companies will be placed 
in a position where they will have to 
contest the 
validity of the patent.

Washington, May 11.—The Morgaa 
Cuban resolution was discussed at-<on- 
Mderable length In the senate yesterday. 
For the first time since the debate be- 
gaif the opposition sentiment expressed 
itself. The speeches were not of a kind 
to stimulate the galleries, being in the 
main calm and dlspasslonale Kviews of 
the situation In Cuba. Hale mamtained 
that it wjiiuld be most unwise to em­ 
barrass the president by the adoption 
^ this rnolutlon at a time when he 
was Investigating the subject. He In­ 
timated also that the adoption of the 
resolution would lead to ths withdrawal 
•f the Spanish minister and the termina­ 
tion of diplomatio relations between 
Si^in and the United States. The sen­ 
ator said few real Amei^cans were Im­ 
prisoned In Cuba. He had never heard 
of a genuine Yankee being among them. 
They were all Sangulllys or Delgados. 
Turning to his associates he said that 
no one ever heard of a Burrows, or a 
Smith or a Frye, as a victim of one of 
these alleged outrages. The senator said 
the real motive for the Morgan resolu­ 
tion was shown in the recent statement 
of Morgan that the passage of this reso­ 
lution would prevent Spain from mak­ 
ing a loan, and thus prevent her from 
putting down the insurrection. 


Tvrpl« on til« Movgaa Sid«. 
Qallinger dissented from this state­ 
ment, saying the question of a loan was 
but one ground on which the friends of 
Cuba had favored the recognition of Cu­ 
ban belligerency. There were, he said, 
other and higher grounds. Morgan also 
dissented. Referring to the reports that 
another Spanish loan was being nego­ 
tiated, Turple said: ‘‘Spain is^now on 
its last legs financially. Shall we fill up 
her treasury? 
Are we charged with 
supporting and maintaining the Spanish 
credit? Is It our duty to support the 
armies and navies of Spain on land and 
sea in her vain efforts to subject the 
patriots of Cuba once more to the op­ 
pression of the Spanish yoke? I think 
not. But the senator from Maine says 
that if we pass the resolution the Span­ 
ish minister will ask for his passports, 
br^k up diplomatic relations and go 
home. 1 do not attach importance to 
that consequence. Ministers have here­ 
tofore received their conge and gone 
away without destroying the pollUcal, 
geographical or physical eQUlllbrlum of 
the American hemisphsre. 1 do not at­ 
tach the slightest importance to the fa# 
that the Spanish minister may be In­ 
structed to ask for his papers, to sus­ 
pend diplomatic rslations and to go 
home.” 


W hit« of CaUffomla

White of California followed In oppo­ 
sition to the resolution. He argued that 
the question of recognising belligertncy 
was one properly to be exercised by the 
executive branch. There was no ex­ 
cuse for the resolution, unless the state 
department was derelict In Its duty. 
The senator said he admired the enthu­ 
siasm if not the discretion of the man 
who went forth to fight the battle of 
liberty, but it was a serious question 
whether the United States governn|ent 
should follow and protect Its clUsens the 
world over when they went to foment 
revolt against countries with which 
we are at peace. 


Morrill will speak on the resolution 
today and there Is some prospect that 
a vote may be reached on Hale's motion 
to refer the resolutions to the commlltee 
on foreign relations. 


Other Ceagrwsleeal TimMaetiow. 
other than the debate on Cuto the 
senate proceedings were unimportant. 
It was agreed that the committee as­ 
signments as arranged should go Into 
effect, and the commerce committee 
was instructed to investigate the causes 
of river floods and report next De­ 
cember. 


The housi agreed to take a recess 
every day until the senate amendments 
to the sundry civil bill were disposed 
of and that matter was taken up. A 
few amendments were agreed to and 
that revoking the forest reservation or­ 
der was debated, and it was agreed to 
vote upon It today.

Some of the piere »upportlofr the 
Britain avenue viaduct are crumbling 
away and the iflrdcrs removed from 
that structure by the St. Joeeph Val» 
ley railway company have not been re­ 
placed, and the great bridge is grailu- 
ally sinking, one end of It having with­ 
in a few months settled three inchcs. 
**lti8ina dangerouH condition,^** t^aid 
Alderman Sam Brown at the special 
meeting of the cl tv council last night, 
**aod should receive immediate atten­ 
tion.** 
The street cummlttee WM au­ 
thorized to make the necegsary repairs. 


The viaduct was built within a few 
days of Ave years ago by Contractor .1. 
"W. Pearl who warranted the structure 
for five years. The piers, according to 
the roiwrt of Alderman Brown anti 
Street Commissioner Shanklund, are 
built of Hund»tone which U crumbling 
awav and must be replaced. Their 
condition wo» reported to Mr. Pearl by 
City Attorney Ellsworth and be imm«- 
dlately reH|K)iided with a communica* 
tlon anthori'/ing the street commis­ 
sioner to repair the structure at his 
own’ex|»6ni;e. And as to the girders 
removed by the railway company Mayor 
Bell suld he would see the company*?, 
officials and urge upon them the neces* 
of riiplaclng the parts removed by 
them. 


Alderman Brown also reported the 
bridge crossing the Paw Paw river on 
North Water and the Edwards avenuu 
viaduct in bad condition. 
The tilling 
was being washed out from under the 
approaches and in a short time the 
bridges would be inaccessible. 
The 
mayor advised the street committee to 
immediately order the necessary re­ 
pairs. 


Bleat of Way Omat««i. 


The council last night granted the 
Benton Harbor Electric Railway & 
Traaslt company the use of a strip 20 
feet wide off the north side of Crystal 
Springs cemetery for a right-of-way. 
Id consideration For the grant the rail­ 
way company agrees to build a plat­ 
form, a station and charge not to ex­ 
ceed five cents for carrying passengers 
to the burial grounds. 


Tbe aldermen had all visited the 
cemetery yesterday afternoon and had 
made a thorough investigation of the 
effect the granting of the railway com­ 
pany’s proposition would have on the 
grounds, w ith the exception of Alder­ 
man K. W. Brown it was agreed that 
it would be a benefit; that the ditch 
the company pi*oposed digging along 
its right-of-way would drain the ground 
which at this point was low and not 
adapted for burial purposes. 
There 
were only six aldermen out last night 
and It required a unanimous vote of all 
present to grant the request of the 
railway company. 
Councilman E. W. 
Brown voted in the negative.

The cnrious superstition that there is

The United States offers peculiar in­ 
terest in this field, owing to the 
changes undergone by foreign names in 
their new environment Of courae New 
England names, being merely the trans­ 
planting of English originals, offer on­ 
ly the interest of ordinary orthograph­ 
ical and orthoepical variations, but 
even here there are many phenomena 
which would well repay investigation. 
The richest field, however, of this sort 
is offered by Dutch and German sur­ 
names, the former being found mainly 
in New York and the latter in Penn­ 
sylvania. It is with the latter that this 
paper has to do. 


During the eighteenth century be­ 
tween 50,000 and 100,000 Germans and 
Swiss settled in the southern counties 
of Pennsylvania. Their descendants to­ 
day number hundreds of thousands. 
What has been the fate of their names? 
We may assume, on a priori grounds, 
that scarcely 1 in 100 has remained un- 
changed. When, how, on what princi­ 
ple, were these changes made? These 
questions suggest exceedingly interest­ 
ing problems to the investigator. 


At the beginning of the last century 
the law itself of Pennsylvania inter- 
fered, and all Germans who received a 
grant of public lands were required to 
anglicize their names. But of course 
the most potent influence at work was 
the natural objection to the inconven­ 
ience arising from having names which 
others could with difficulty spell or pro­ 
nounce.—-Lippincott’s Magazine.

Athens, May 11.—The conditions in­ 
sisted upon by Germany, the chief of 
which is th at Greece shall give her 
fonnal oonsent to the principle o f a u ­ 
tonomy for Crete, will be accepted by 
the Greek government. The note of the 
powers has not yet been presented, but 
it has been draw n and is to the fol­ 
lowing effect: "Upon a formal declara­ 
tion by Greece th at she will recall her 
troops and agree to such an autonomous 
regime for Crete as the powers in their 
wisdom shall deem best, and accept un­ 
reservedly the counsels of the powers, 
they will intervene in the interests of 
peace.” The note will probably be pre­ 
sented today after the German minister 
h as received final instructions. It is un­ 
derstood th at Greece in her reply will 
assent to all of these conditions.

l^arissa. May 11.—Affairs a t Volo are 
fast assum ing their normal conditions, 
but the Inhabitants are very indignant 
a t th f way In which they were deserted 
by the Greek troops. 
It is said that 
when the municipal authorities asked 
the m ilitary commandant 
what they 
w eif to do when the T urks arrived, he 
replied: “Do w hat you like; it’s no con­ 
cern of mine.”

<Seneral Smolensk! it highly praised, but 
the prevailing opinion is that the m a­ 
jority of Greek officers have had only 
the smallest practical training and en­ 
tirely fail to command the confidence of 
their men. 


The Greek fleet lias lefi Voio, but the 
French, Italian and British guardships 
remain. The town is quiet. Quantities 
of arms, am munition and a number of 
am bulances were captured i)y the Turks 
at Volo.

occupied by the 
Turks. 
The Turks found a quantity 
of railroad material at the Volo railroad 
station, but they were unable to use the 
engines as the Greeks had removed the 
essential parts, . The French naval de­ 
tachm ents saluted the Ottoman troop.s 
and the latter responded. 


The Turkish officers complain of the 
non-resistance of the Greeks and de­ 
clare it is not war, but merely a mili­ 
ta ry promenade.

NO MORE NO. 2 8PRINQ WHEAT. 


Chleago Board o f Trade Dliicontlnues That 
Grade for Contraets. 


Chicago, M ay 11.—By a vote of 488 to 
436 the Chicago board of trade yesterday 
voted to discontinue the use of No. 2 
spring w heat as a contract grade, thus 
placing this m arket on equal footing 
with the other big grain centres of the 
country. This leaves only two contract 
grades of w heat for future delivery— 
No. 1 northern spring and No. 2 red 
w inter. 
The elim ination of the No. 2 
spring grade. I t , w as claimed, would 
m arkedly restrict the- speculative ele­ 
ment, thus rendering much easier the 
creation of “comers.** 
On the other 
hand it was contended th at it would 
tend to elevate the standard of specula­ 
tive trade.

Brief Story of the Im­ 
portant Case. 


The 
supreme court Tuesday re­ 
versed the decision of the Berrien 
county circuit court in the case of 
Shriver vs Bean. 


This IS the most important case that 
has been tried In the St. Joseph court 
house. 
It aroused a deep public feel 
ing and the verdict of the jury came 
in for much criticism. 


Brieily the facts are these: *0n Sun 
day morning August 12, 18$>4, the city 
council began tearing up the tracks of 
the St. Joseph & Benton Harbor street 
railway company on East Main street. 
Tlie street was being paved and the 
car company had been notified again 
and agaft? to remove the tracks. The 
company refused to do so and the coun­ 
cil passed a resolution ordering the 
work done under the dii>ection of that 
body. 
W. Worth Bean, the president 
of the road, learned of the purpose of 
the council and transformed one of his 
street cars into an arsenal and with a 
loaded shot gun in his hand he rode to 
the scene where the disturbance later 
occurrad in his arsenal on wheels. Mr. 
Bean a few moments after he arrived 
raised the shot gun in his hands and 
shot Charles W. Shriver, an alderman, 
the shot taking effeat in the official’s 
leg from which wound Mr. Shriver 
has never recover«^ 


Shortly after the tr^n^dy Mr. Shriver 
sued Bean for damages in the sum of 
$15,000. 


The trial l>egan November l.‘l, 1895, 
and the surprising verdict of no cause 
of action was rendered on November 
21. The case was appealed to the su­ 
preme court, exception Ufing taken to 
several very broad rulings of Judge 
Coolidge and the ease after months of 
waiting was sent back to this court for 
trial. 


The reversal ii* heard with joy by 
every citizen of Benton Harijor. It will 
doubtless have the etl'cct of Mr. Bean 
dropping for good his damaf?e suits 
against several of our citizens who as 
city ottlcials took the jiosiitiou thut the 
streets of the city were uot the prop­ 
erty of the street ear company. 


Gore it Harvey the attorneys of Mr. 
Shriver, who by the way are deserv­ 
ing of great credit for the eiMcient 
work they did in the case, recieved a 
telegram this afternoon stating that 
the supreme court had assessed the 
costs in the upper court which amount 
to something like $*iUO against Mr. 
Bean. 


The Evening Nkws was the only 
paper in this vicinity 
which con­ 
demned the verdict and declared that 
it did not tally with the facts or com­ 
mon sense.

It is expected that the first span of 
ihe St. Joseph river bridtre will be fin­ 
ished by Saturday and the bridge will 
probably be completed by June 1.

question occupied the entlrs attention of 
the senate yesterday, the debate takihgr 
a wide range and at times becoming 
spirited when comparisons were made 
between the attitude of the former ad­ 
ministration and the present one on the 
subject of Cuba. 
Morrill and Gallery 
spoke In opposition to the resolution, 
Lodge aiid Foraker advocated deferring 
the question until further Information 
could be secured from the state depart­ 
ment and Mills and Allen urged the im­ 
mediate passage of the resolution. The 
debate went over until today. Morrlirs 
speech on Cuba was the feature of the 
oratory, he taking the stand that the 
senate was interfering In executive bus­ 
iness, when It took up questions of rec­ 
ognition of belligerency. His character­ 
isation of the Oliiey-senate doctrine was 
vigorous, lie called It the new botched 
version of the Monroe d^trine with all 
Its apocryphal additions by our Intreped 
Jingolste, wl^ sought ‘to make the Unit­ 
ed States the “unmasked guardian and 
the Ughtlng champion of all the Ameri­ 
can republics, big and little." 


Forakor Sajrs Faete Are in QoMtion. 
While the intei^entionists were urging 
adoption; of the resolution Foraker en­ 
tered and spoke briefly on the desirabili­ 
ty of careful inquiry by the foreign re­ 
lations committee. There was no pur­ 
pose, he.said, to trifle with the resolu­ 
tion, and hé urged Morgan to allow it to 
be referred. Allen asked what more could 
be learned. 


Foraker responded that a question 
existed as to, the facts. The subject di­ 
vided itself under the heads: First, 
what are the.fi^ts; second, what Is the 
law applicable 
the facts; third, what 
is the policy whiqh weaure to assume un­ 
der this condition of law and facts. For­ 
aker said he had read some of the evi­ 
dence in the |ik>Bsession of the state de­ 
partment. and he felt that It should be 
examined carefully before action was 
taken. 


Allea Altaolu Ih« state O^partmeiit. 
This led Allen to a warm criticism of 
the “premeditated purpose of the state 
department to keep the senate in ignor­ 
ance.” Fortunately, however, the world 
knew the facts as to Spanish cruelties. 
If delay was to be the policy of the ad­ 
ministration, said he. then it was a cow­ 
ardly policy for any administration to 
adopt. 


Foraker disclaimed that he said any­ 
thing to warrant a statement that the 
executive or the state department with­ 
held Information from the senate or de­ 
sired delay. The administration and the 
department were pursuing Inquiries with 
a view to acting understandingly on this 
subject. 


Allen asked it Foraker dismissed the 
inquiry of the former administratién as 
incompetent. 
The Ohio senator atn- 
swered that the information now avail­ 
able at the state department dealt with 
the present status of affairs, and there 
was every purpose, he believed, to place 
this,at the disj^ition of the senate. ' 
ShorauMi Has Impartant Inisnnatlon. 
Lodge, a member of the committee on 
forbign relations, sUted that there was 
late information in the possession of the 
state department which was m(MtImpor­ 
tant and should be given to congress 
and the country before the paissage of 
these resolutions. Stewart argued that 
it would be as wise to collect evidence 
that the sun shines as to seek further to 
show that war was going on in Cuba. 
The matter then went over.

Washinsrton, May 12.—The considera­ 
tion of the senate amendments to the 
sundry civil appropriation biil was fin­ 
ished by the house yesterday and the 
bill sent to a conference. 
President 
Cleveland's forest reservation order was 
the subject of much debate, and the 
housie voted not to concur In the senate 
amendment to annul the order, with 
the understandings that the conferrees 
should arrange an amendment whici-. 
would have the same effect. 
Duringr 
the debate Lacey remarked that H art­ 
man assumed that President McKinley 
would repeat the mistakes of President 
Cleveland. “I don't think there is any 
man on the face of the earth such a 
blunderhead that he could make one 
thousandth part of the mistakes made 
by President Cleveland," retorted Hart­ 
man. 
“I didn’t support President Mc­ 
Kinley. but thank God he is an Ameri­ 
can president and the flrst one we have 
had in four years." 


The most interesting debate, how­ 
ever, was on the appropriation of |50,- 
000 to improve Pearl harbor in the 
Hawaiian islands, which was rejected 
by a vote of 85 co 53.^ Hiu of ‘Illinois, 
past and prospective chairman of the 
t'ommlttee. on foreign affairs, earnestly 
urged the importance of taking steps 
to confirm the title of this government 
to the harbor In view of the senate pro 
posal to abrogate the Hawaiian treaty. 


Hitt said in part: 
**The senate has 
now before it a bill which will abrogate 
the reciprocity treaty. There is a con­ 
tention on the part of ths Hawaii gov 
ernment—and that contention would be 
supported with the utmost strength that 
could be given by the governments of 
Great Britain and Jaiian *- that the 
grant In the supplemental convention 
would fall with the original treaty and 
thus ws would lose Pearl harbor. The 
treaty In which is expressed the censld 
eratlon grant'ed to the United States 
for the favor of replproclty says ex­ 
pressly that It shall oontlnue while that 
treaty la In force. That eonsldsratlon 
was the absolute exclusion of all other 
governments In .khe wortd^ from any 
i ^ c to lease dr hold a n r iNirt of the 
territory of tlie Hawaiian Islands.

Pearl Harbor AppropiHallon ^lan Walt, 
Says Cannon of tlllnol». 


Some more of the same tenor H itt 
said and then Cannon took the floor 
and replied, saying that this govern­ 
ment was in no great danger if congress 
did not make the appropriation at tliia 
session. The harbor had been granted 
to the United States absolutely, for all 
time, he said, and was as much our 
property as any harbor cii tho Pacific 
coast. 
He believed 
the government 
should Improve Pearl harbor as It would 
any other harbor It owned, when it 
needed improvement. 
It was within 
flve miles of Honolulu harbor, where 
the vessels of the United Statea had al­ 
ways been able to coal and always 
would be while they had the money to 
pay for the coal. 
The appropriation 
would not suffice to dredge the sand 
from the harbor. The Inhabitants would 
ntlse the price of their corner lots as 
soon as Improvements %were commenced 
on the harbor. 


The appropriation was not sufficient 
to buy a foot of land or begin a naval- 
station. He did not believe In magnify­ 
ing the importance of these intcrnation* 
al matters and becoming frightened at 
this or that nation. 
The item was 
opiMOsed by Sayers because, he said, as 
soon as Pearl harbor had been improved 
the government would be called on to 
expend severer millions to fortify It. 
Instead of looklnf abroad for objects 
of legislation congress should look to 
the relief of its own p^ple. 


Cummings spoke earnestly In favor of 
the appropriation. “I have faith enough 
in the patriotism of President McKin­ 
ley,” he said, “to believe that before he 
leaves the White House the Hawaiian 
islands will be an Integral part of this 
republic." 
[Republican applause.] 
Hllborn (Rep.)of California said. *‘The 
United States has bought a sheet of 
water at Pearl harbor, but not a foot 
of land. All the land at Pearl harbor 
has been bought by speculators, who 
hold It in expectation that the United 
States must buyf” 
When the United 
States was so badly off for naval sta­ 
tions at home It was folly to build them 
abroad. In case of war all the power of 
the navy would be required to hold 
Pearl harbor and In case of annexation 
the harbor would be unnecessary. 


Sayers warned congress that the next 
step in line with the proposed policy 
would be annexation. He warned t h ^ 
not to be frightened by the report that 
England would take possession of the 
island. 
"Next to a conflict with my 
own brethren," he said. "I would de­ 
plore a war with England. I don’t be­ 
lieve England wants a war with us any 
more than we want a war with her."

CUBAN REBELS ARE VERY ACTIVC.

Why They Don't Captur« Havana 1« What 
Puisle« a Fellow. 


New York, May 12.—A special to The 
World from Jacksonville says: A band 
of Cubans under Delgado encompassed 
Havana Saturday and Sunday, firing 
at all the outposts. Sunday night the 
firing was heavy for over an huur, and 
it is said that several Spanish soldiers 
*were killed and wounded, and that the 
Cuban loss was still greater. The Cu­ 
bans are making frequent dashes around 
the outposts with their cavalry, and ev­ 
ery morning from ten to twenty-five 
w6unded Spanish soldiers are taken into 
the city hospitals, General Garcia and 
Rabi in Santiago de Cuba province are 
active. In fact, they control tiie entire 
province outside of the fortified towns. 


The town of Cavul, near the city of 
Santiago de Cuba, was raided by insur­ 
gents 
supposed to be from 
General 
Rabi’s forces recently and almost total­ 
ly destroyed, although within a mile or 
so of several thousand Spanish troops 
The store houses were looted, the block­ 
house was burned and most of the 
stores and buildings in the place, aftei 
being pillaged; were burned. 
In most 
sections of the province of Santiago de 
Cuba the pacíficos are planting their 
regular crops, as they, feel confidence In 
the strength of the insurgents to protect 
them.
